LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 29.—j

trial of Arthur C. Burch for the mur- | 
der of J. Belton Kennedy here today, |

alienist called by the defense, called 
him “conceited, flippant and self- | 
centered.” 

The alienist added new terms to | 
the first doctor's statement that he | 
was “frivolous.’’ Both said his con- 
duct indicated insanity. Burch 
showed such marked unrest that for, 
the first time since the trial started | 
the bailiff who has him in charge 
took a place directly beside him. 

Dr. Allen Resumes Testimony. 

Testimony of Dr. Charles L. Allén 
of the Los Angeles Lunacy Commis- | 
sion, the first witness called by the 
defense yesterday to testify as to 
Burch's mental condition, was res | 
sumed earlier in the day. 

District Attorney Woolwine read to 
Dr. Allen the transcript of questions 
put to Burch and the latter’s answers, 
taken two days after his arrest. 
Burch’‘s replies were that he did not 
care to talk until he had consulted 
an attorney, the transcript showed. 

Woolwine asked Dr. Allen if he 
had thought that Burch, at the time 
the transcript was taken, “lacked 
sufficient mentality to be alive to his 
environment and to take such pre- 
cautionary measures as normal hu- 
man beings would take.” Dr. Allen 
responded, ‘‘No.”’ 

Says Burch I« Insane. 

Dr. Hogan, who followed Dr. Al- 
len on the stand, gave it as his con- 
clusion that Arthur Burch was in- 
sane. 

Among the factors that led to this 
conclusion, he said, he included Ar- 
thur’s conduct when he first called 
on him in the county jail. When he 
told the defendant that he was an 
old friend of the family, having 
known Arthur's father years ago, 
Arthur made a social occasion of it, 
he said, and seemed ‘joyous and 
frivolous.”’ 

The defendant, Dr. Hoag said, was 
above the average intellectually, but 
self-centered to a point that made 
him absolutély diseased mentally. 
He said Burch came from a “cul- 
tured family and one of the best 
towns. in the United States,”” by 
which reference he meant Evanston.

The attempt of the Papacy to 
form a world family of peace, and 
the defeat of that attempt by the 
ambitions of kings, were related, and 
the speaker said that the first diplo- 
matic service to develop was that of 
the Pope. The princes and republics 
of Italy followed, with the Venetian 
‘republic foremost. Dantes Petrarch, 
Boccaccio and Machiavelli were early 
envoys of Italy; Deschamps, Alain 
Chartier and Bude served France, 
und Chaucer and Sir Philip Sidney 
were among England’s diplomatic 
‘representatives. 

Many writers, most of them with 
more or less personal] experience in 
‘diplomacy, have discussed the quali- 
‘fications of an Ambassador and the 
‘ethics of his profession. Ambassa- 
dor Jusserand reviewed the most 
striking points made by these writers. 
| Early authorities held that a lame 
or deformed man should not be an 
Ambassador, but baldness seems to 
have been tolerated, one Spanish 
‘writer citing the fact that Julius 
Caesar was bald. While Caesar 
was not a diplomat, it was 
doubtless assumed that he would 
have succeeded 
had tried it. 

Eloquence is considered necessary, 
together with a wide scope of knowl- 
edge, but these must’ be combined 
‘with discretion as to when to say 
little and when to say much. 

Ambassador Jusserand here 4i- 
gressed from the writers whom he 
'was quoting, to give a bit of personal 
‘experience as to certain qualifications 
| which he had found useful in his 
service in Washington. 

Finds Barly Play Useful. 

“T should have been greatly sur- 
prised,” he said, “had anyone told 
me when, in boyhood days, I was 
‘swimming rivers and‘climbing rocks, 
that this accomplishment would be 
‘of service, wher an Ambassador, 
years later, in far-off America, in 
order to keep company with Presi- 
Roosevelt, swimming the Po- 
tomac and climbing the quarries 
south of the stream.” “Ambassador 
Jusserand, it will be recalled. was 
one of the Roosevelt ‘‘tennis Cabi- 
net.”’

Dark Days Coming ? 


NE man's boon is another 


man's bane. Which may ac- 
count for the unusua! etatement 
attributed to President Ban John- 
son of the American League to the 
effect that a slump in basebal! 
may be expected to result when 
the expected industrial boom be- 
gins next year. Ordinarily national 
prosperity is reflected in the pros- 
perity of amusements. In the case 
of baseball the inference is that 
industrial slackness fills the ball 
parks with idle workmen and the 
club’s coffers with money, 

Johnson's statement is far from 
being optimistic and he professes 
to be concerned over the remark- 
able prosperity the game has 
shown in the last two years. In 
part Johnson said: 

“We are and have been travel- 
ing along on a fictitious prosperity 
for the last two or three years, and 
the sooner we step down the bet- 
ter it will be for the game and ev-| 
erybody concerned. Next season 
may not be so good for the owne 
They have had two wonderfull? 
prosperous years and have allowed? 
that fact to affect their judgement. 
There is likely to be a sudden 
sitump in baseball. Indications oe 
that the industries will reopen fw 
blast next year. If they do hwy 
men who attended the games this! 
Summer will be at work and will 
have no time for the game. If the 
club owners, majors and minors 
are wise, they will prepare for 
conditions of that character. 

“Major league club owners wn- 
consciousiy are doing baseball ar 
almost irreparable injury hy in- 
flating the prices on players as 
they have this year. They are 
slowly wrecking the minor organi- 
zations, the bodies from which 
their stars must come. They do not 
realize this now, but they will later 
Players for whom exorbitant price« 
are paid get a distorted idea of 
their ability and demand more aal- 
ary than they are worth If they 
do not stick they are sent back to 
the minors, where they insist on a 
salary that the small magnate can- 
not pay. This condition comes not 
from one player only but hundred« 
of them, with the result the salary 
lists of the minor league clubs are 
so high they cannot operate stic- 
cessfully.”
